3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After carefully reviewed the Applicant's arguments and newly amended claims in paper 
filed 12/26/06, and updated prior art of record, the Examiner finds that the Applicant's 
arguments and newly added limitations are reasonable and strongly persuasive. 
Therefore, they place the application in condition for allowance. The primary reason for 
the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the inclusion therein, in 
combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the use of the 
semiconductor device comprising a plurality of dummy electrodes arranged on the main 
surface, and each of the electrode electrically connected to an associated one of the 
plurality of first bump electrodes wherein the dummy electrodes and the first electrodes 
being arranged alternatively along to circumference of bump group. And a first wiring 
connected between the external bump electrode and the dummy bump electrode, and a 
second wiring connected between a center of the first wiring or a portion near to the 
external bump electrode from the center of the first wiring and the pad. This limitation is 
found in the above claims and is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, 
alone or in combination.
